Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on September 17, 2009 has been entered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An Examiner's Amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to Applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. Authorization for this Examiner's Amendment was given in a 
telephone interview with Corina E. Tanasa on October 26, 2009. The application has been 
amended as follows: 

CLAIMS 

o Claim 6, line 6 - please change "clearance" to "second air gap". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 and 6 (now respectively renumbered 1 and 2) are allowed. The following is an 
Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The closest prior art discloses an imaging apparatus that contains a circuit board that has 
an accommodation portion for accommodating an imaging chip and a cover glass which at least 
covers the imaging chip and blocks an entrance to the accommodation portion, wherein an 
adhesion is formed between the cover glass and the circuit board, between the circuit board and 
the imaging chip and between the cover glass and the imaging chip so as to form an airtight gap 
between the cover glass and the imaging chip. 

However, the closest prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest wherein the 
accommodation portions forms a another air gap between the adhesion between the imaging chip 
and the cover glass and the adhesion between the cover glass and the circuit board such that each 
of the two adhesion areas are on a same side of the cover glass
